—It was a grand address whith President MeCosh, of 
Princeton, made at Washington last week on the duties 
of the Church to the masses. It wasclear, forcible, and 
inspiring. We wish we had room for every word of it. 
The leaf which he gave in closing, from his own experi- 
ence, has a lesson in it worth repeating over and over 
again: “A minister will not be able to reach the hearts 
of his people,” he said, “unless he visits among them, I 
remember that when I began to preach, I had about 
twenty carefully prepared sermons. But some fifteen 
of them I would not preach; they were not fitted to 
move men and women, and I burned them. I never 
learned to preach till I visited among my people; they 
encouraged the young man with ruddy countenance, and 
they opened their hearts to me. The workingman spoke 
ot his difficulries in making the ends meet, and the dying 
man committed his children to me, and the grandmother 


thanked me for my kindness in teaching her grandson in *~ 


my Bible-class. No part of a minister's life is so rick @ 
in memories as these pastoral visitations. I had some- 
times difficulties in winning certain self sufficient and 
sulky men. But I waited and watched for opportuni- 
ties. Sometimes I gained the husband by the wife, 
more frequently the father by the children. I remember 
one tradesman of skill and character who shied all my 
attempts to bring him tochurch. But I kept my eye 
upon him and the fit time came. He and. bis family 
were prostrated by malignant and infectious fever. I 
was with them daily, and, thanks to God; when he re- « 
covered he was won to Christ and his church.” 


—The Russian government has signally failed to re- 
assure Europe by its explanation of army movements in 
Poland in the columns of the Oficial Military Gazette, 
The statement put forth has rather increased than 
diminished the uneasiness at Vienna and Berlin. The 
Military Gazette declared that Russia was compelled by 
the movements of her neighbors to take the course she 
is now pursuing in strengthening her forces on her wesat- 
ern frontier. During the past five years‘ the German 
army has been increased sixty-five battalions and 384 
guns, and the German troops: on the Russian frontier 
have been increased twenty-one battalions of infantry, 
twenty-seven batteries of artillery, and fifteen squadrons 
of cavalry. Germany has been rapidly building military 
railroads, so that there are now éléven of these roads 
by which troops can be forwarded to the Russian fron- 
tier, and ten junction stations itting rapid concen- 
tration and movement. In addition to these prepara- 
tions Germany has formed five first-class fortresses at 
strategic points. Austria has increased her foree on the 
Russian frontier on a like scale, and garrisons in 
Galicia have been heavily reinforced ; railroads have 
been rapidly built, so that there are now six. of these 
roads by which great bodies of troops can be may 
carried to the Russian frontier. In addition to these 
preparations, fortresses have been strengthened and im- 
mense military depots constructed. Russia can only in- 
terpret these extensive pre the part of Ger- 
many and Austria as indi ive measures. in

Life’s beginnings, struggles, and possible attainments, 
of course, comprehend all that the human mind is 
called upon to study, and these phases of life embrace 
theories, hypotheses, demonstrations, and what not, in 
order that man may gain an approximate knowledge of 
the whys and wherefores of the universe. Man would 
determine if the worlds that fill space, together with 
their multiform life, are the products of an Ix fiaite in- 
telligence, or rather the result of an unceasing devel- 
opment under the control of a supposed law known as 
“natural selection,” constantly preserving the best, 
working without an ever-present mind to govern and 
supervise. 

Study of this nature has contributed to the thinking 
wor!d three classes of evolutionists: materialistic, ag 
nostic, and theistic. The theistic has been rec-gnized 
as ic harmony with the teachings of Christianity, but 
never would have been termed an evolution, perhape, 


had not the nomen been sprung ty the acute mind of 


materialism. This being done, Christianity acknowl- 
edging « balief in the ida of evolution, must step in 
and learn the name of her species. Thus have we 
come to know and accept a theistic evolution. These 
three classes are in the world to-day struggling to 
know the truth, and where truthful, honest effort is 
being put forth to determine what is right. There the 
stroggler should and wll receive the hearty commen- 
dation of all ressovable minds. Jt matters not where 
a micd is at work, if it is earnestly and humbly—not 
scorntully and boastingly—seekiog to know the true 
way of accepting self-evident facts as mesns of arriv- 
ing at such truths. Such an one as this deserves credit, 
not disdain; should call forth our wa'm approval, pot 
our oc: mdemnation. While I would disapprove to the 
uttermost a sentiment that is atheistic or infidelic in 
tone, I would just as sternly disapprove the heapiog 
vituperation upon one who has scberly and conscien- 
tiously arrived at such conclusion, or who, having 
fallen into such a channel of thought, shows a willing- 
ness to forsake it when provided with suffisient light to 
reveal to him his error. I would have a care when I 
pase jadgment. Who knows enough of a man’s life 
and thought to be just with him? The most knowing 
would know more of final causes. We who believe in 
God, however, know that he has done it all; when, 
where, how, we may never know till it is ours to gaze 
with spirit eyes into the face of the Omniscient. 

Again, there is a continuation of being, aud this makes 
up the sum of human history. This is another branch 
of study the truth of which will never be exactly de- 
termined, for it is a fault of historians, or rather the 
authorities which historians must consult, that writing 
contemporary with events described they have been 
awyéd by some prejudice or bias, and thus in not 
many instances do we get the exact truth of history. 
But even though this fault might be wiped out, yet 
history would not be perfect in that that is is but little 
more than a mere compilation of dates and names and 
events. History, to be useful, should be freighted with 
that which, ia ite nature, is a fall study of human life. 
Biography, therefore, if impartial is the best study of 
history. But, sgain, man is anxious to know the pos- 
sibilities and destiny ot man, and in order to arrive at 
any conclusion on euch a matter as that we are neces- 
asrily led to study the other two branches of human 
investigation; namely, “life’s beginnings” and “‘life’s 
history.” 

The study of natural msnifestetion in connection 
with the written revelation of the Most High, are the 
text-books out of which are to be learned the facts 
which exist in harmony with the soul’s aspirations. 
We have within our reach now a great fund of specu- 
lation relating to the genesis of man. We also may 
reach forth and Isy bold of science truths pertaining 
to life in general. This fruitage should call from us 
williog praise. Men are beginning to see the true 
province of history, and are working accordingly. 
Light is breaking in on the old Hebrew record, and-we 
begia to read and study it in the light of the times 
that produced it, interpretirg it as we would the his- 
torical literature of to-day, allowing for the different 
style and manner of expressing thought, feeling, as we 
read book after book, that nothing but the wisdom of 
God might thue plan 2 medium through which the 
earlier ages could tell their simple story to the after 


ceeding generations. A literary criticism of the books 
of the Bible is givirg a sweeter, purer tone to them 
all than they have hitherto known. Bigotry and super- 
atition are g vir g place to broader, fiaer views. 

The follower of Christ to-dey—that is such in deed 
and truth—has stepped out into that condition of lite 
where doubt on the part of a fellow-Christian awakens 
not so great sense of antipathy. The time has been 
when, were one to express openly, “I do not know,” or 
“I doubr,” he would awaken a sentiment of hate and 
excommunication, I do not say that the world is en- 
tirely free of this spirit yet; notatall. Bat toa marvel- 


ous extent the religious world -of to-day is recognizing | - 


an intellectual charity it has not allowed in former 
times. The effect of such is only to be measured by 
the roll of the years. A man is born into certain con- 
ditions and schooled in some handcuff d forms of be- 
lief, and if, when stepping out into the midst of an 
active, thinking world, some liberated soul, should 
throw a bomb of doubt in their pathway it would so 
startle that one and his companion thivkers that noth- 
ing short of ostracism would satisfy them with regard 
to him who has wrought such consternation. This has 
been true and is true yet to some extent. But we are 
comi:g away from the manacles of ecclesiastical 
tyranny, as well as from the bondage of political serf- 
dom. 

The mind of man needs freedom in order to develop; 
so does the soul, Mind, soul, conscience—so intricate 
are the relationships of these that it were well not to 
consider them separately. Freedom for all or none 
will thrive. Thisistruth. The soul never fully con- 
templates eternity, God, or the things of the Spiri: 
until it is free, aod it is never {ree till the intellect cuts 
loose irom the moorings of every class of dogma to 
which it c'ingz, and yet can give no reason for ite thus 
cliogiog. Liberal thought does not necessarily imply 
skepticism, but rather that condition of mind chat re- 
quires a “sweet reasonableness’ in every species of 
knowledge and every form of belief. In our atudy of 
the developments of human life and the history of mav, 
we do not have to go far to arrive at certain conclu 
sions which lie at the base of all intelligent investiga 
tion of the needs of a higher lite, ard one of these is 
the fact that spiritual freedom is dependent upon in- 
tellectual freedom. 

Liberty of any kind has been and always will be the 
product of libsrated intelligence, acd a mind bound in 
the shackles of a dogma that will not bend, would 
better give up the struggle as an exemplar. The power 
of such a mind evolves nothing e:ernal except through 
acc'dant or in spite of itself. Churchmen often cry 
that one cutting himself loose from the old forms and 
beliefs throws himself liable to the i: flaences of infidel 
ity. This surely is untrue. It were right to say that 
it is only opening the windows of life, letting the 
ravens of tradition and d:gma depart, that the doves 
of God's spirit msy enter. Ths world is more in 
danger of ignorance to-day than it is of liberated 
minds. Ignorance is not i-fideli:y, but in a naturally 
bright miod in bondage to d>gma it is a god soil for 
such, Libsrated minds may be ignorant, but such 
ignorance will not wrap iteelf up in a disbelief. Sach 
will express themselves with a‘'I do not kaow,” ra her 
than “I do not believe,” and in half the cases—if the 
truth could be knaown—lI bslieve that assumed in fidel- 
ity ie nothiog more than pure igaorance reg srding the 
subj ct under consideration, and infidelity an assump- 
tion for the mere purposs of: hiding this sad state of 
affairs. 

Let us have a truly free man, and we may trust him 
anywhere. Sach an one will not traverse this country 
over, blaspheming and ridiculing the worships of the 
hearts of men. The man that does this is not a free 
man, for he becomes the slave cf his own g-eed for 
gold. He who figures as the lover of the home, the 
champion of the downtrodden, the proud philanthro- 
pist (from his lips out), goes this land over from ocean 
to ocean ridiculing the faiths that have made those 
homes fit places in which to live. The poor man living 
in that home may adhere to something apparently 
superstitious, but this faith is not to be ridiculed, and 
he who burlesques or dea's in travesty at the expense 
of that poor man is cursing that home, is epoilircg it of 
all ita happiness.

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KEEPING 1HE HEART. 
“Keep thy heart with all diligence; for out of it are the 
issues of life.’ Prov 4: 23. 

Bat what is this heart which should be guarded so 
diligently? It is not an und-finable, unknown absatrac- 
tion, as some seem to suppose; it is not a sort of thing 
over which we can exert no power, as others maintain; 
no, the precepts of the Bible are never pregoan: with 
the absurdity or cruel y of onj ining impossib litie?, or 
things unintelligible. The sacred writers use the term 
heart very frequently, and in such connections as, it 
would seem, should settle its meanirg past all doubt, 
When the chang'ng of the heart or its watchful guard- 
ianship is required, obedience is expected; the isjuac- 
ticn ia a moral duty, and of sourse involves the exer- 
cise of our moral facalsies. The precept oan not pos- 
sib'y refer to anythiag else but the voluntary acts and 
states of the mind. To suppose that it can is to cast 
the worst possible r: fl :ctioa up on the great Law-giver. 

The precept about keeping the heart might be para- 
phrased thus: Take the utmost care that your miad 
bein a benevolent and not in a selfish stat’. Kaep 
your soul on fire with steady, fervent love to God and 
man, and never let ssifishnees gat the least hold of 
your affections. Let not a selfi-b, luatfal, sensual 
thought be entertsined a moment; is will pollute, 
seduce, and ruin you. Such, I think, to be the mean- 
ing of the precept. What can be more wise? Kvery- 
body knowa that if the mind falls into a selfish state, 
though but foran hour, ite msaitestations will surely be 
gushing out, and you might about as well dam up and 
think to shut off the thundering torren s of Niagara. 
Ere you know it—in the most perfeotiy inadvertent 
manner—the cloven toot of selfishness will show itself. 
Taere is no satety in having the thought or least work- 
ing of selfishness about your heart; it will surely out. 
You would much better keep your heart against its 
getting in, than vainly seeking to hide or control it 
when once admitted. Oh, how many Chrietians have 
found this but too true, and to their bitter sorrcw! 
They indulged selfishness a little; it gsthered strerg h; 
th:y thought to gov: ra it so that at least it should not 
flash out to disgrace themselves, but every look betrays 
it, every word witnesses its presence, every act telle of 
ites reigning power. I: is wonderful to see in how 
macy ways the wselfishoess that one tries to keep and 
guard with all dil'gsnce will elude all such watchfal- 
ness. Batter far to obey the precept and keep thy 
heart, that selfishness mey not enter. “Kazepirg y ur 
hearts in the love of God’’—so reads another rule of 
most excellent wisdom and precious adaptation, 

Mark the reason for our precept: ‘ K-ep thy heart 
with ali diligence; for out of it are the issues of life.” 
The sources of your blessedness are there. The out- 
flowings of happiness—such scems to be the strict 
sense of the original terme—these are from the heart. 
So the context intimates. ‘Attend to my words; 
keep them in the midst of thy heart, for they are lite 
t» those that fiad them, and health to all their flszsh.” 
You will fiod it a source of great blessedaess tv give 
good heed to all the sayings ot wisdom. In the same 
strain the precept enjoins, “Keep thy heart with all 
diligence;” for this shall be thy blessedness. And 
what can be greater blessedness than to keep one’s 
heart in the frame of fervent, uoalloyed benevolence? 
You will then have no reason to fear lest some voice 
from the eye or slip of the tongue shou'd shamefully 
reveal your selfishoess, and God or y sursel! dishonor- 
ed; you need not then be watching lest out of the 
abuodaace of the heart the mouth should speak forth, 
No; you will only need to- keep your heart right, and 
then let your mouth speak right out aod r ght. - 

Bat thie is not all. Itis not only necessarily safe, 
bu: iatriusically blessed to have the heart thoroughly 
bsnevolent, If there is any hapjiocess in earth or 
heaven, known to you, you will enjoy it. If you can 
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DoD! 
avgment it, you will ficd yourself twice blessed in| 
every such accession to the whole sum. 

Therefore, keep your heart above all other keeping

Sacred history, for the Old Testament period, will 
include enough of the history of the nations with 
which the Hebrews came in contact, to throw light 
upon the national history of the Hebrews themselves. 
It will also cover the time between the close of the 
Old Testament records and the Christian era, the time 
of Christ and the apostles, and the history of the 
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the books and the time when they were written, as 
well as an account of manuscripts, critical texts, and 
versions, especially those of the New Testament, which 
have led to the production of the best Greek text, and 
the unequaled revised English veraion. The circum- 
stances through which the Word has been defended, 
preserved, and brought to usin such perfection add to 
the interest and value of the study. 

Homiletics and the composition of sermons will be 
something bearing directly on the. minister's work. 
While nothirg can stand in stead of a consecrated 
heart and an earnest purpose to preach the truth and 
win men to the love and practice of it, it is wise to 
seek all possible help in the best way to do the work. 
This department will, of course, include study and 
criticism in the use of the English language. Some 
of these studies will be valuable to others than minis- 
ters; and applicants to enter them will not be reject- 
ed because they are not, or do not purpose to be, minis- 
ters. Already letters have been received from some 
candidates for the course. We shall be happy to hear 
from others. The fees are made as light.as possible, in 
view of the probable circumstances of many who will 
desire to enter or the studies.

BEWARE OF NEGLECT. 

Christian people who have assumed obligations, 
either by direct promise or by that equally binding 
covenant which they assume in dedicatirg themselves 
unto the service of God, to bear the burdens of others 
and t) assist in the promulgation of the Gospel, should 
take care that they neglect not the duties which rest 
upon them as Christians. I have in mind at this writ- 
ing a certain church that makes objections to the 
Christians as not being orthodox, assuming to itself un- 
doubted orthodoxy, that has not paid the debt upon its 
building, and has allowed the debt to go so long that 
now it is outlawed, and the church has decided that it 
will not pay the debt because it is outlawed. The 
chureh referred to belongs to a strong denomination. 








Members of the Christian Church should beware of 


rendering assistance in such a quarter. 

There are denominational obligations, and obliga 
tions of the general body, that rest upon all, from 
which there is no escape. 
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be known to the most of those who are interested in:the 
work in India, that. the remittance for June ‘is very 
much short.

teen such whom I have to pay. Our treasurer isin the 
habit of letting us have money in advance, to meet 
these mission expenses. What must be the effect upon 
us, when he tells us he can not let us have an allowance, 
neither can he pay us for expenses already incurred? It 
is hard for us, and unjust to the workers whom we om; 
ploy. ‘Bréthren, these things onght not so to 
Somebody is withholding money.from the Lord’s. 
ury, and money which he wants sent here to 
food and clothing for those who have given their time 
his work. What is more, God will hold those sime per- _ 
sons responsible. D»n’t blame the board or the treas- 
urer. God knows they have enough to bear already! 
They are but the agents of the denomination, and Gan” 
do no more than the people sustain them in doing. If** 
individuals withhold their gifts, the treasurer is power ; 
less. It is the duty of each of you, my bretiren, to see” 
as far as possible that those who are sent here to do your "” 
work as well as ovr work, are not left to soffer. You ' 
may think we will not suffer; but I assute you we do © 
suffer more in not being able to pay our workers, when © 
they need it and it is their dus, than wo would tobe put © 
on one meal per day, with no'such annoyance. While” 
we suffer mentally, they suffar bodily;'so thé svffiring 
is twofold. The fault largely rests with the pastors. It 
is true there are some laymen wh»? ‘don’t believe in for- 
eign missions,’ who ‘believe in converting the heathen” ” 
at home,’ etc:; but we have reason to thank God that’ 
the number ot such is growing less each year. Aide 
from these few, however, the psople are wi!ling to give, - 
more or less, when the question is brought bsfore them, *~ 
and they have an opportunity. It is possible, also, thet“ 
a few might be off -nded if the pastor urged aud pusbéd 
the c!aims of our benevolent societies. Por fear of 6f- ~~ 
fense, is a man to stifle his convictions, and allow G d's” 
cause to suffer? If the pastor, through leck of courage ~ 
or interest, fails to do his duty, will not the Sunday- ~ 
school superintendent take the subject up? Andif he ~ 
fail, let the teachers give a card tot eir classes. If ‘we’ 
would honor God, and put ourselves in the way to ré- 
ceive large blessings from his hands, let us individually 
feel some responsibility, and go about this work — 
system and a will.

« the sun apparently rose in the Eastand set in the West, 
interpreted it t> mean that the earth was a stationary

witness to their error. Just so the learned and un- 
learned alike were inclined toreckon the daysof thecos- 
mogony of creation as natural days, whereas had there 
previously existed the certain knowledge that the great 
Oreator's work required immense epochs, they would 
have understood the word day accordingly, especially 
where there were no circumstances to hinder such lib- 
eral interpretation in many other parts of the Soript- 
ures. 

The first victory required a hard battle; but after 
the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries *Copernicus, 
Galileo, and Kepler were crowned vict»re notwithstand 
ing the infallible Pope still saw with both eyes, as plain 
as eyes could see, the sun moving and the earth quiet.

THE LAW FOR THE RECEPTION OF CHURCH 
MEMBERS. 


“Wherefore receive yeone another, as Christ also re- 
ceived us, tothe glory of God.”” Romans 15: 7. 

What food for thought and reflection in these words 
of the grand old apostle! How often have I read them, 
read them carelessly—yea, almost thovghtlessly—with- 
out divining or spiritually discerning their true signifi- 
cation, They are most certainly words ‘worthy of 
being written in letters of gold over the portals of 
every Christian Church ed: ficein the world.” —worthy of 
being stereotyped on every Christian heart—worthy of 
being the “unalterable law in every church for the re- 
ception of its members.” 

These quotations have been teken from an able edi- 
torial in the HERALD of November 24, 1887, urder the 
following heading: “What saith the Law? How 
readest Thou?” And by this editorial I have been in- 
cited to a closer inspection of the meaning of these 
words of the inspired Paul, and fully and heartily in- 
dorse the conclusions therein formed—that they are a 
“law for the government of the Church -of Jesus 
Christ, in all ages, in the reception of its members.” 
Now, in order to determine the true meaning of these 
words and effectually solve the vexed question which 
has been full of harrassing dcubts in many minds, it 
s3ems to me that the proper course to pursue is to find 
out first how Chris: received Paul into fellowship, and 
having determined this point, then to see to it that 
Paul’s law ia obeyed to the very letter. Happily there 
is an inspired history of Paul’s ccnversion and his re- 


Genesis 2, as really the first book of the Bible—the ception into Christ's fellowship in the ninth chapter of 


first book ever written—and as the most concise 
and comprehensive chronologically perfect account of | 
creation that ever was or will be written. But to be 
this we are not to add to it our dates, or measure it by 
the sun, previous to the sun as aheliometer. The sun; 
could have nothing to d> with the day’s length prior to. 
the fifth day, as not till the fourth day did its light pen- 
etrate the humid firmsment. Prior to the fifth day, or 
the fourth, doubiless the darkness continued till a new 
energy from the Almighty commenced the work of a 
new epoch; and the evening and morning were notsim- 
ply twenty-four hours, but one day of God’s great work. 
Let us now look at the chapter. 

Gen. 1: 1 is dateless. Whether six thousand or 
sixty millions of years ago, the text says not one word. 

Gen. 1: 2 represents the chaotic state of the world. 
God’s presence is intimated in the last line; bat noth- 
ing is said of the length of the period. 

Gen. 1: 3-5 God said, Let there be light, and there 
was light [how long we know not], and as evening came 
the first day closed. 

Gen. 1: 6-8. The waters near the earth are con- 
densed, and the higher waters rarified, to open space 
for the firmament. Length of this second day un- 
known. 

Gen. 1: 9-13. The third day dry land appears, and, 
the vegetable kingdom is born. If all its varieties do 
not appear, something is left to evolution. 

Gen. 1: 14-19. The fourth day the lights (created, 
Gen. 1: 1) are placed in the firmament from which the 
humidity of the atmosphere has given place. Verse 16 
names their creation, but not the day. From this time 
the modern day commences, but not all the great geo- 
logical formations of the paat. 

Gen. 1: 20-22 The fiith day witnesses the appearance 
of abundance of water animals and birds, but does not 
prove the impossibility of prior aqust'c animals being 
alladed t» in the close of the second verse. 

Gen, 1: 24-28. The sixth day cattle appear, and man 
—the male and female—and are blessed, and this bless- 
ing has never been withdrawn. 

Gen. 2: 1-3. The seventh day rest is formed and the 
Sabbath instituted, and whatever changes or modifica- 
tions may occur this type of life in glory will continue 
until it finds ite designed fruition in the eternal reat. 
(Heb. 4; 9-11.) 

The view presented above of the first four days is 
sometimes called Summerbell’s “scheme of harmonis- 

ing’ Genesis with sciencs,” of which Rev. Dr. G. F.

the Acts, aad his own rehearsal of his Christian experi- 
ence in the twenty-second chapter of the same book, 
which should be carefully and prayerfully read and 
studied. What do we find there? First, that Paul 
met Jesus while on the way from Jerusalem to Damas- 
cus, and was convicted of his sins; second, that he was 
converted—a clear and positive conversion through the 
personal agency of the risen Redeemer; third, that he 
received the gift of the Holy Spirit; fourth, that he 
was baptized; fifth, that he was fellowshiped by Christ's 
disciples at Damascus; and, sixth, “that he straight- 
way preached Christ in the synagogues, that he is the 
Son of God.” Is it not, then, even more than inferen- 
tial that repentance and faith, the gift of the Holy 
Spirit, and water baptism were included in the conver- 
sion of Paul, qualifying him for Christian fellowship 
and for the great mission for which he was a chosen 
vessel? “Wherefore receive ye one another, as Christ 
also received us, to the glory of God.”” The law, then, 
as commanded by Paul, for the gaidance of churches 
is to receive members as Christ received him. “Does 
the Christian Church, of which we are members, com- 
ply with this divine command in the reception of its 
members?” If it does not, it should lose no time in 
placing itself in entire harmony with this apostolic law, 
in order that it may be Christian in truth and in fact

BATH DAY.”—MATT. 12: 12. 

Some are apt to pervert the meaning of the Savior’s 
language in the above text by substituting good for 
well, and then justify themselves in working on Sun- 
day because Christ did good on Sunday and said it was 
lawful so to do, as the Sabbath was made for man and 
not. man for the Sabbath. Bat if Sanday workers un- 
derstood what this meaneth, “I will have mercy and 
not sacrifice,” they would see clearly that they have no 
closk for the sin of violating the fourth commandment. 

Perhaps we have all been slow to comprehend the 
meaning of the last scripture quotation, but when 
stripped of its mystic garb it does not sanction manual 
labor on the Sabbath as many claim, but simply acts of 
mercy as Christ's own example teaches in the deeds of 
mercy he performed en the Sabbath. ' 

May we not be justified in construing Matthew 12: 7, 
thus: I will show meroy rather than to. witness suffsr- 
ing, even though it have to be done on the Sabbath 
day, and even though it be to relieve the suffering of a 
dumb stimal. And now, saith Jesus to the old Phar- 


isees, it your own sheep fall into a pit on the Sabbath 
day don’t leave it there to suffer and die, but go and 
lift it out; and as I regard a man worth more than a 


sheep I do not break your law by healing the sick on 


the Sabbath. ‘Then eaith he to the man with the pal- 
sied hand, Stretch it forth. And he stretched it forth, 


and it was restored whole like as the other.” Matt. 
12:13 I fail to find any Scripture that justifies San- — 


day work where it 1s done asa matter of speculation. 
We may relieve our hunger for the time being by rub- 
bing out the corn or otherwise preparing our meals 


that we suffer not; and we may feed our animals that — 


they suffer not; the sick and sufferiog may be cared for, 
whether man or besst,and Christ’s teaching and ex- 
ample would exonerate us, because such are deeds of 
mercy and are permissible; but when men go to their 
daily labors or make the Sanday a day for visiting, 
feasting, and sporting, then the command, “Remem- 
ber the Sabbath day, to keep it holy,” is broken, and 
condemnation rests upon the offenders. And more: 
He that breaketh one of the least commands is guilty 
of the whole. He offends God and forfeits his right to 
God’s love and protection, and nowhereis there a prom- 
ise of mercy left to him except he repent of his iniq1i- 
ties. The promises of God are yea and amen to all 
who do his will, but he who through disobedience vio- 
lates the counsels of the Holy One can only expect his 


wrath to overtake him sooner or later.

Undoubtedly a vast amount of good has been accom- 
plished throughout the land in the cause of temper- 
ance, and with these efforts Christian people have iden- 
tified themselves with commendable earnestness, and yet 
we are inclined to believe that, as Christians, we have 
neglected one of the most important and promising 
fields for organized effort against the ‘alcoholic foe. 
Weare convinced that whatever auxiliary forces may 
be relied upon from the outside world to co-operate in 
the struggle, the solving of this problem and com- 
plete subjugation of this evil must be wrought out by 
the united, spiritual effort of the Church. 
battle is not yours, but the Lord’s,” and when his 
children put themselves in line as a united army, the 
Lord Jehovah will lead them on t» complete triumph. 

One of the stragetic lines in this campaign is the 
thorough organization of our members, both of Church 
and Sunday-school, together with all persons of good 
moral character who may desire, into a temperance 
society under the auspices of the local church. For 
this society let a constitution and by-laws be prepared, 
with a solemn pledge to abstain from the use of all 
malt and spirituous liquors as a beverage, and to do all 
possible to educate the young, reclaim the tempted 
and the drunkard, and wage increasing warfare against 
the monster intemperance, which every member must 
sign as a condition of membership. Let the meetings 
of the society be as frequent as the interest may indi- 
cate, at least once in two weeks, and one Sunday night 
in the month should be set apart by the Church as the 
temperance night. Sermons, lectures, readings, recita- 
tions, and songs should contribute to the literary at- 
tractions of the society, and continued effort be sus- 
tained to add to the interest and the membership by 
every member. By so doing we shall educate our 
own people, young and old, together with all others 
who might be persuaded to unite with them on this 
great subject, and develop the resources ot church 
and Sundsy-school for temperance work, an interest 
now almost entirely neglected. 

On our suggestion, some churches and Sunday- 
schools are now moving forward in organization, and, 
in a little time, doubtless, many others will do like- 
wise. Ere long, thess temperance societies can elect 
delegates and hold county and state conventions, and,

This was one of the signs given by the prophets, by 
which the Messianic ministry might be distinguished 
from the teaching of self-righteous rabbis on the one 
hand, or ambitious, revolutionary leaders of the peo- 
ple on the other. Of false Christe there were mavy. 
Some claimed a following on the ground of their wis- 
dom, and others by pleading a Divine commission 
against the Roman and in favor of the Jew; but in 
every case the real interests of society, the cardinal 
principles of virtue and life, were overlooked or ignor- 
ed. But when, in the fullness of time, the Christ of 
God entered upon his mission, he not only recognized 
the social degradation all around, and boldly proclaim- 
ed the essential principles of eternal life, but he per- 
sonally descended to the lowest ranges of human ex- 
periences, and unfolded the gracious purpose of his 
Father to save all who would come unto him—to the 
impoverished outcasts of society—so that when John’s 
disciples came asking, ‘‘Art thou he that should come, 
or look we for another?” he claimed Messiahship by fur- 
nishing the requisite signs as declared by the prophet, 
“Go and show John again those things which ye do 
hear and see; the blind receive their sight, and the 
lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, and the deaf hear, 
the dead are raised up, and the poor have the Gospel 
preached unto them.” To-day the complaint of the 
Church is, that it has lost ite power over the masses; 
that in some way the churches have drifted away from 
the toiling millions, and exist in great measure for the 
well-to-do and wealthy classes of society. Says one 
who attended the recent meeting of the Evangsl- 
ical Alliance at Washington, and is in close sympathy 
with the neglected millions of the land: “The speakers 
admitted that the churches had separated themselves 
from the masses—a tremendous admission; that the 


system is larg s'yan exclusive one of private pew-owners. 
Yet beyond an exceptional lament of the system there 
was no earnest ¢ffort to find a remedy for the fatal ad- 
mission, the stupendous wrong.” : 

In his report of the discussion on sectarianism at the 
same meeting this writer says: “All united in sfiirm- 
ing that the power of the churches was dissipated by 
division into sects. None could suggest any help for 
it, save to hold conventions of the Evarg:lical Alli- 
ance, and talk of their unity of spirit, and their de- 
plorable division into sects. But did they truly 
discern the weakness of division into denominations? 
They avoided the real weakness of the division 
of Christianity into sects. The orators reccgaized 
that the division destroys the claim ot spiritual author- 
ity as the one Church of Christ. They recognized that 
without this authority religion is a process of evolu- 
tion from the homogeneous to the heterogeneous, and 
that divisions destroyed its claim to be the institution 
ef Christ’s founding.” Thus speaks one of our largest 
and most influential daily papers. 

Aside from all the personal goodness, purity, piety, 
and consecration manifestly present at that meeting of 
the Evangelical Alliance in Washington, and of the 
good accomplished undoubtedly, what admissions and 
humiliating confessions those representative ministers 
of the various religious denominations were compelled 
to make! Ohristianity so torn by schism, so divided 
into conflicting sects and denominations that it con- 
teases its powerless condition, and acknowledges that 
it is failing to meet the necessities of the masses, or 
lift up the poorer classes by the preaching of the Gos- 
pel! Thus the hundreds of churches represented at 
that meeting .of the Evangelical Alliance announce 
their weakness and bewail their divisions without mak- 
ing one earnest effort for Christian unity. ‘Ephraim 
is joined to his idols.” What impressions will be pro- 
duced upon the reading public as these reports are car- 
ried by the secular press into every nook and corner of 
our country? What a piteous spectacle these churches 
present before a sinful world, confessing themselves as 
having drifted away from the very people they were or- 
ganized to save, and so weak that they dare not attack 
the great evils of the day in the name of their God, 
but must needs depend upon the secular arm to crush 
their foes and open their way! So far as we have seen 
no one has attempted to correct or refute this report 
now being proclaimed through the country, and so the 
public is permitted to accept it as true. 

It is true that there are many things in which de- 
nominational Christisns agree, but it is also and as cer- 
tainly true that there are many interests, principally 
matters of opinicn, upon which they do not harmon- 
iz, and for the reason that the discordants are the 
matters most pressed and emphasized, therefore the 
various divisions are pressing along diverging lines. 
It is but reasonable to expect that, while the Church 
is thus torn and divided, expending the most or at 
least a large proportion of its dime, talent, and treasure 
in partisan channels and interests, and generating un- 
holy rivalry among brethren, that the grand mission of 
the Church would be to a great extent neglected. The 
Church of Jesus Christ exists by a divine charter, that 
a pure and simple Gospel may be proclaimed to the 
world, that sinners may be converted, the masses up- 
lifted, believers instructed, comforted, and established 
in noblest character, and in all things God glorified. 

A religious club may exist and accomplish some 
good (7) while divorced from the masses and engaged 
in cultivating and perpetuating divisions in the one 


family; but nota church of Jesus Obrist, for this rea- — 


son, that when, for whatever reason it drifts away from 
its great mission, it ceases to be what it once was and 
becomes something other than a church of Christ. 
To-day the world contains too many religious clubs, 
but is sadly deficient in Obristian churches. The re- 
ligious club is, as a rule, wealthy, fashionable, clannish, 
exclusive, aud drifts away from the masses; but the 
Church of Christ is always identified with the poor, 
the oppressed, the suffering, and the sinful, and never 
ceases to work in saving, uniting, and elevating the 
masses for which Ohrist died. 

Thus it is by divisions and seots in the Church of 
Christ we are robbed of our strength and become the de- 
rision of our foes; and by the unholy rivalry and party 


pride (largely the results of divisions) the churches, 


many of them, have drifted away:from the majority of 


the people. What can be done in this crisis? The - 


issue can not long either be evaded or avoided.

King David had scruples 
agaist offering in sscrifice to God that which cost him 
nothing, and in this we have a lesson, the careful study 
of which would greatly benefit many who are at “ease 
in Zion,” and quicken into new life the latent energies 
that are rusting in the napkio. Nor would the willirg 
ness of his friend to defray the cost have made the sac- 
rifice a meritorious one on the part of the king. Can 
it be that while some are eased and others burdened, 
all will be entitled to an equal share in the reward 
when the Master comes? He says, “I come quickly, 
and my reward is with me to give to every man acoord- 
ing tohiswork.” O chou “wicked and slothfal servant, 
why stand ye all the day idle?’ Where in the divine 
Word does a man ficd encouragement to sponge his 
way to heaven upon the labors, sacrifices, and devotion 
ot others? Where has he the promise of the reward 
of the faithful because all others are not such lifeless 
drones as himself? Gentle reader, when the Master 
comes with his reward may yours and mine be the por- 
tion of those who have taken hold with all their might 
of the work he gwve us to do. 

If the gifts, sacrifices, and labors necessary to make 
the mission of the Church a success were mutually 
shared by all in proportion as God has blessed each in- 
dividual member, we should see prosperity everywhere, 
the Ohurch would be a burning and shining light, the 
missionary spirit would carry the precious Gospel 
everywhere, till the world would be Christianized, and 
the reign of Christ be universal. Many have, for the 
love of Christ and the cause of truth, sacrificed all 
their earthly goods, and then gone to heaven on wings 
of fice, leaving their ashes only as @ testimovy behind 
them. Bat while such exemples of devotion have 
passed into history, and are yet speaking to the suc- 
coecding gmnerations of men, their voices are unheeded 


by the msjor part, whose object seems to be to get rich 
and increase in go0da, without taking avy stock in the 
bank of heaven.

They rage and strive, desire and love, 
But all their noise is vain. 
Some walk in honor’s gaudy show, 
Some dig for golden ore;

NOES OF TRAVEL. 

Oa leaving my many friends in Canada the request 
was often made for me to write tothem. This, as a 
matter of course, where there were special personal 
claims, but in every other case my answer was that 
they would cccasionally hear from me through the 
HERALD; or, if they did not take the HERALD, if they 
would become ita patrons, they would often hear from 
me in whatever I thought might interest them. Some, 
on that assurance, agreed to send for the paper. So, be- 
lieving as a matter of course that they have kept their 
word, I must keep mine, 

I think in my previous letter I said nothing of the 
weather. I took off my overcoat at Washington, but 
had uve for it again after sunset. The next day was 
warm and pleasant as Jane in Canada. We reached 
here on Thureday at 3 P M.. and the pleasant weather 
continued until M »nday tollowiog when the thermom- 
eter dropped below freezing point, which made our 
tropical humanity shiver and palm leaves droop. The 
weather remained cloudy and chilly for several days, 
and [I wonder: d where was the balmy air and salubrious 
ol'ma of Florida. Did not know but Canada had clung 
to our garments, and we had brought her with us. But 
all said this was very unusual—ocould not tell of the 
like before. But a few days brought the shine and 
balm, and for the last two weeks “December's as pleas- 
ant av May.” 

Neither last Sabbath nor a week ago had I any use of 
an overcoat, either morning or evening. I confess toa 
pleasure in the thovght that I have not to endure the 
rigor of a Oanada winter, while I own to a belief 
that for me there is more health in her pure, 
bracing bre:z-s and driving storms than in Flor. 
ida’s cool and sunshine. There may be enthusiasm 
and push in the South, but I confess I have 
not seen it unless in some Northerners who are 
putting up extensive hotels. Meetings are usually 
well attended; I have seen no drunkenness nor have | 
heard any profanity or vulgarity since reaching here, 
but the soothing melodies of sacred song oft3n fl st 
on the air, quieting the spirit, stirrireg the affections 
and awakening the harmonies of life. Everybody seems 
to talk low, move quietly, and act gently; and it seems 
quite like the border land of peace. But when crose 
winds do disturb these waters, the surges are deep. 
high, acd dangerous. But I think the pecp!e here fel 
much as they seem to in every part—tired of strife and 
hungerivg for the satisfying fruits of peace and good- 
will. Who does not feel the meaniog of that embassage 
from Eogland, that mother land ruled by a woman, and 
that we love as we never did before, in the interest of 
& permanent peace treaty that shall preclude the possi- 
bilities of war! I hope that every barrier to the freest 
possible intercourse between, I will not say two, but 
the one people, will be removed, aud wherever the Ka- 
glish language is spoken the practical brotherhood of 
man may be sure. We are of the same stock, “the 
stock of Israel” I believe, have the same religiov, and 
are ordained of God to work to thesame end. Whata 
bright zone will girdle the earth when the union jack 
and stripes and stars shall float together on every ship 
in the commerce of the two nations and be hailed by 
all as the harbingers ot “peace on earth, and good will 
to mau.” That day will surely come—the aurora now 
streaks the eastern skies.

The probable causes are two: 1. They do not work 
together so much in gangs now as then; 2. They then 
were more restful and unconcerned as to “what 
they should eat and drink and wherewithal be 
clothed.” Perhaps, too, the corflicts and privations 
that their freedom brings quite dispels the gorgeous 
visions of their hopes. There is only one real freedom 
that can be the fruition of hope—“The glorious liberty 
of the sons of God” when “the bondsge of corruption” 
shall cease “and mortality be swallowed up of life.” 

R ght here the ory of fire! fire! fire! broke upon the 
ear; clang, clang, clang went the bells; clatter, rattle, 
bang, bawl rose the sound of falling feet of the rush- 
ing multitudes—vehicles, hose cart:, engines, and the 
excited yells of firemen endeavoring to extinguish the 
bursting, leaping flames, and merchants and people try- 
ing to save their goods.

Southeastern Ohio Assembly of 
Christians. 


At the 29th annual session of the Ohio Chris- 
tian Conference, convened on the second day 
of September, 1886 and on the third day of 
the session (September 4th), a motion was 
made that the Deer Creek, Ohio Eastern, and 
the Ohio conferences all unite as one confer 
ence, Cartird. A motion was made that the 
executive board and tne trusiees of the Ohio 
Conference be sent as delegates to the Deer 
Creek Conference, and that this body shall 
meet according to previous arrarg+ ments on 
Friday before the fourth Sunday in October 
Carried [See Herald of Gospel Liberty, 
October 28 18 6.} 

At the 79th annual session of the Deer Creek 
Christian Conferenc>, convened on ‘the 9th 
day of September, 1:86, avd on the second day 
of the session (September 10th) the Committee 
on Organization presented a report which was 
adopted by the conference. Recommendations 
8 and 4of the report were: “That this confer- 
ence do express its desire for ceosolidation 
together with the two branches of the Eastern 
ant Oxlo Conference into one strong confer- 
ence, covering the territory in Obio lying south 
of the National Road running f:om Wheeling, 
West Virginia, to Colum »us, Ohio; thence to 
London, Ohio, and thence by the west lines of 
Madison, Fayette, Ross, Pike, and- &cicto 
counties to the Ohio River. That this confer- 
exce elect delegates to the Union Conference 
to act for this body in petiiioning and form- 
ing new rules and incorporativg and electing 
officers for the joint body.” [See Herald of 
G» pel Liberty, October 21, 1886 } 

Au extra session of the Ohio Eastern Chris- 
tian Co.f-rence convened on the 224 day of 
October, 1886, and on the second day of the 
session (October 23d) the Committee on Confer- 
ence Union presented a report which was 
adopted: “We, your committee io whom was 
referred the proposition to unite the Ohio 
Eastern. the Ohio, and the Deer Creek confer- 
enc+r, ‘oO be K Ownas the Southeastern Ohio 
Conference, beg to report that we are most 
heariily in favorof suchaunion. Wead:ise 
that such conference be c »m posed of ordained 
ministers and one d:legate from each Chris- 
tian Church within its boundaries; that it 
alone have the right to ordain ministers and 
prescribe qualifications and course of study; 
that it bave charge of the gsneral interests of 
the work within its boundaries, and that, as 
soon as possible, a meeting of ihe interested 
conferences be called to form said conference; 
the parti@s entitled to membership in said 
meeting being ordained mivisters and one lay 
delegate from each Christian Church in the 
boundaries of this proposed conference.” 

A committee of one from each conference 
was appointed to draft constitution and laws 
and sppoict time and piace for meeting: Rev. 
Wm. J. Warrener, Eastern; Charles Trapha- 
gav, Ohio; J B. Borror, Deer Creek. 

it was voted that the committee mest with 
the OhioS ate Christian Association and wo k 
witu itin the matter (See Herald of Gospel 
Libe: ty, January 6, 1887.] 

The Ohio State Ch:ist'an Association met in 
anunal session on the 9th duy of November, 
1886. Daring the session the Commitee on 
Boundaries made a report which was adopted. 
Recommendation 2: The consolidation of the 
Eastern, the Ohio, and Deer Creck conferences 
as one body, covering territory south of 
National Road from Bridgeport to London, 
thence south of P C. & St. L. Railroad and 
east of the west bou daries of Madison, Fay- 
etie, Ross, Pike, and Scioto c»unties, and in- 
clusive of such contiguous territory in Ken- 
tucky and West Virginia as may be agreed on.” 
{See Herald of Gospel Liberty, December 16, 
1886 } 

The Ohio Eastern Christian Conference con- 
ven:d in aunuai session on the 25th dav of 
August, 1887. During the session resolutions 
were passed as fullows:

Then an account of 
the action of the interested conferences, as 
above written, was given by Rev. Wm. J. 
Warrener. After remarks by a number of 
those present, an adjournment was taken. 


SECOND DAY—MORNING SESSION, 


Devotional exercises were led by J. 8. Borror. 
The minutes of yesterday’s session were read 
andapproved. A motion was made to ratify 
the action taken by the Obio, the Ohio Eastern, 
and the Deer Creek Caristian co. ferences at 
their last two annual sessions. The motion 
was carried unanimously. . 

1t was moved that the constitution and by- 
laws, as agreed on at the trusiee meeting, be 
now read and adopted, section by section.
